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Council Letter on Metroland Is 


Sent to County Councilmember 


A belief in the power of 
words was on full display at the 
Greenbelt City Council meeting 
on March 24 as council members 
individually and jointly took on 
the task of editing a draft letter 
by Celia Craze, director of plan- 
ning and community develop- 
ment. At council’s request, 
Craze had prepared the letter, ad- 
dressed to Prince George’s 
County Councilmember Douglas 
Peters, concerning Beltway ac- 
cess plans for the proposed 
Metroland development. 

This request to Craze fol- 
lowed upon report of a meeting 
she attended on March 13 of the 
County Council’s committee on 
Transportation, Housing and En- 
vironment. The committee was 
responding to the State Highway 
Administration’s earlier request 
seeking County Council concur- 
rence to proceed with the 
Greenbelt Metro Access Study 
Final Project Planning. 

County councilmembers — 
most of whom were elected only 
in November — expressed inter-

est, Craze reported, in receiving 
responses from the municipalities 
to be impacted by the develop- 
ment. “I was very impressed,” 
Craze said in a brief written re- 
port, “with the amount of con- 
cern the committee members, and 
particularly Councilman Peters, 
showed in seeing that the city’s 
concerns are addressed.” 
Editing 

While complimenting Craze 
on the general thrust of the let- 
ter and its specific details, coun- 
cil felt certain points should be 
added or emphasized. Among 
these, for example, was the issue 
of environmental impact of ac- 
cess ramps, amplification of the 
history of past policy concerning 
Beltway access to the Greenbelt 
Metro station and the more gen- 
eral negative effect of a piece- 
meal approach to planning for 
the station and the commercial 
and residential development sur- 
rounding it. 

On the other hand, council 
members were delighted with 
Craze’s stress, by the use of 


bolding and underlining, of the 
sentence, “We are philosophi- 
cally opposed to public funding 
of this interchange.” This sen- 
tence summarized a section in 
which Craze had shown how 
Beltway access plans are directed 
to enhance a privately-sought 
development, not the public in- 
terest of transit possibilities for 
the station itself. 
Letter Mailed 

As revised, the letter to Peters 
was finally mailed on Tuesday, 
April 1. Copies were also sent 
to Mayor Stephen Brayman of 
College Park, Mayor Patricia 
Dennison of Berwyn Heights, Pat 
Blankenship, president of CCRIC 
(Committee to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek) and Kap 
Kapistan of Quantum Manage- 
ment, owners of Beltway Plaza. 

Neither of the two latter enti- 
ties had been previously aware of 
the Transportation Committee’s 
hearing. CCRIC, as an environ- 
mental group, and Beltway Plaza,

Virginia Beauchamp Inducted 
Into Women's Hall of Fame 


Greenbelter Virginia Beau- 
champ is a “Shero,’ according to 
Adrienne Mandel, outgoing Presi- 
dent of the Women Legislators of 
Maryland, representing women in 
the Maryland General Assembly. 
Beauchamp was one of six 
women inducted into the Mary- 
land Women’s Hall of Fame in 
Annapolis on March 26. She was 
honored for being an educator, 
author, journalist and community 
activist who has made significant 
contributions to the status of 
women and to women’s literature 
and history. 

The Maryland Commission 
for Women and the Women Leg- 
islators of Maryland established 
the Maryland Women’s Hall of 
Fame in 1985. It honors Mary- 
land women who have made 
unique and lasting contributions 
to the economic, political, cul- 
tural and social life of the state 
and provide visible models of 
achievement for tomorrow’s fe- 
male leaders. 

Governor Robert Ehrlich, Jr. 
and Lieutenant Governor Michael 
S. Steele both made an appear- 
ance. While waiting for their ar- 
rival, speakers had been describ- 
ing the need for a new and vis- 
ible location for the Maryland 
Women’s Hall of Fame. When 
the Governor took the podium, 
he first commented about how he 
was surrounded by “strong 
women” in both his personal and 
professional life. He then stated

that he thought the Hall of Fame 
should be in the State House 
where it could be part of the 
walking tour of Annapolis. 

The Lieutenant Governor 
then laughingly said that he has 
discovered that he is the chair of 
the State House trust and will do 
his part to see the Hall of Fame 
move to that location. Mrs. 
Ehrlich briefly spoke and indi- 
cated that she hopes to take part 
in the History of Women in 
Maryland project. 

During Mandel’s presentation 
she recounted how women are 
seldom called to center stage. 
They are often working behind 
the scenes. She referred to the 
six awardees as “Sheroes.” She 
pointed proudly to the number 
of women in the Maryland Leg- 
islature: 62 in this session. That 
represents one-third of the gen- 
eral assembly. Maryland ranks 
third in the country in number of 
women elected to the general as- 
semblies. 

Beauchamp Award 

William E. Kirwan, University 
of Maryland Systems chancellor, 
presented Beauchamp’s award. 
He recalled working with her 
when he was the president, Uni- 
versity of Maryland College 
Park. Beauchamp “dedicated her 
career to elevating the status of 
women,’ Kirwan stated, adding 
that she was the quintessential 
example of how a genuinely 
good person can finish first. He 


recounted that she is a “pioneer 
in the scholarship of women,” 
who also fought for greater sal- 
ary equity for women at the uni- 
versity as well as an increase in 
the presence of women in senior 
positions. 

Kirwan compared Beauchamp 
to “The Perfect Storm,” a movie 
about how factors have to come 
together just right to form this 
storm. Beauchamp has three ma- 
jor qualities that contributed to

Excerpts of City's Letter 


Dear Concilmember Peters, 

Thank you for providing 
the City of Greenbelt the op- 
portunity to present our con- 
cerns regarding the proposal 
to construct a full Beltway 
interchange at the Greenbelt 
Metro site. 

.. . In the initial planning 
for the Greenbelt Metro Sta- 
tion it was determined that ac- 
cess to and from the west 
would be accommodated 
through a partial Beltway in- 
terchange. WMATA and the 
SHA even resisted requests for 
a full interchange. There were 
several reasons for this opposi- 
tion, including spacing be- 
tween existing interchanges at 
U.S. Route | and Maryland 
Route 201 and a conscious 
decision to encourage those 
from the east to utilize other 
inner Beltway Metro stations. 
This seems to beg the question 
why WMATA did not choose 
to build the full interchange at 
the time the station was built, 
if it was necessary for station 
access. Metro parking lots are 
filled past capacity every day. 
The answer is obvious. This 
is not a project intended to 
encourage ridership. It is a 
project intended to encourage 
development. 

Public Subsidy 
. If constructed and 


funded through government 
funds, as is proposed, this 
project will reflect a public 
subsidy of a private develop- 
ment. We are philosophically 
opposed to public funding of 
this interchange. These funds 
could be better utilized else- 
where. For example, transit 
and neighborhood conserva- 
tion programs are being cut. 

. Establishing the need 
for the full interchange, given 
comparisons of development 
potential with and without 
the completed Beltway ac- 
cess, 1S a critical component 
of the planning process that 
was not studied. 

At this time, however, this 
interchange is now included 
in both the Greenbelt West 
Sector Plan and the Consoli- 
dated Transportation Program. 
If the WMATA site is to be 
developed it is imperative 
that future improvements re- 
flect the qualities of transit 
oriented development which 
will encourage greater use of 
the Metrobus and Metrorail 
systems, and enable pedes- 
trian and bicycle access. 

Level of Service 

. There are currently six 
interchanges to the Beltway 
in less than six miles. The

Police Officer Is Sought 


For Springhill Lake Duty

Greenbelt Patrol Commander 
Lt. Thomas Kemp told the News 
Review about a proposed agree- 
ment to share the cost of a full- 
time police officer with the 
Springhill Lake apartment devel- 
opment in an effort to reduce 
crime there. Such an officer 
would be assigned exclusively 
to Springhill Lake and would 
constitute an addition to the au- 
thorized police force, increasing 
it from 53 to 54 officers. “A 
few details are still being 
worked out,” Kemp noted. 

The current Springhill Lake 
resident manager, Joe Raker, was 
promoted to manager about three 
months ago, replacing former 
manager Michael Glass, with 
whom Kemp had begun to work 
out details of a proposed ar- 
rangement. Kemp said he and 
Human Resources Officer Connie 
Harris had met with Raker, who 
told them that corporate ap- 
proval has been obtained for the 
new partnership. The agreement 
would require corporate manage- 
ment to pay half the cost of a 
full-time patrol officer. Raker 
could not be reached for com- 
ment by the News Review. 

Kemp said he developed cost 
figures for the partnership agree- 
ment based on the city’s similar 


arrangement with Beltway Plaza, 
which pays half the cost of an 
officer working out of a sub-sta- 
tion in the shopping center. He 
said the cost of an officer with 
pay and benefits plus one police 
cruiser and associated expenses 
total approximately $110,000 
annually. Accordingly, he said, 
Springhill Lake management 
would need to pay about 
$55,000 per year for an officer 
assigned to work full-time at the 
complex. 
Grant 

Kemp is optimistic about the 
possibility of obtaining federal 
Community-oriented Policing 
(COPS) grants to help fund the 
city’s cost for an additional officer, 
at least for the first three years. 
He noted that Congress had ap- 
proved about $200 million for the 
COPS program in February. If the 
Springhill Lake proposal is ap- 
proved by city council, Kemp 
said Greenbelt police would be fil- 
ing applications soon to partici- 
pate in the program. 

The police preliminary budget 
does not include money for the 
half-salary of an additional of- 
ficer, but the Springhill Lake-po- 
lice partnership proposal will be 
reviewed by council at its public 
meeting on Monday, April 7. 
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Native or Foreign? 

In the March 27 News Re- 
view is an article stating that 
English and poison ivy are to be 
eradicated in some areas. En- 
glish ivy (Hedera) is not related 
to poison ivy (genus Toxicoden- 
dron). Poison ivy is a native 
plant. Its berries are eaten by 
songbirds. Although it is toxic 
to humans (who are non-native 
here!), it 1s valuable to native 
wildlife and thus should not be 
eradicated.

In the page one obituary in the March 27 issue of the News 
Review, Bob Volkhausen was identified as having served on the 
city council. He did not. City Clerk Kathleen Gallagher re- 
searched the records and discovered that Volkhausen came in 
fifth in the run-off election of 1938. Both the 25th and 50th 
anniversary histories of Greenbelt incorrectly list the top five 
vote-getters of the run-off as the five elected members of coun- 
cil. At that time a candidate needed 50 percent of the votes to 
win election. Almost every election in those early years re- 
quired a run off. In the ‘60s, the requirement was lowered to 
40 percent. There have been no run-offs since that change. 

In a memo to council, Gallagher wrote: “According to the is- 
sues of the Greenbelt Cooperator for September and early Octo- 
ber 1938, Mr. Volckhausen was one of 18 candidates who ran for 
council that year. Sherrod East was the only candidate with 
enough votes to be elected at the city election on September 20. 
The eight candidates with the next highest number of votes were 
then on the ballot for a run-off election on September 27 for the 
remaining four seats. According to the Cooperator, they received 
votes as follows: Henry Maurer 266, Louis Bessemer 262, Allen 
Morrison 248, Ruth Taylor 246, Walter R. Volkhausen 214, Harry 
Hesse 154, Edward Thornhill 165 and Stanley Rider 147. 

“Mr. Volckhausen was thus the highest vote-getter who was 
not elected. My guess is that at some point prior to the 25th 
Anniversary, someone picked up the results of the run-off elec- 
tion and assumed the top five were elected to council, not re- 
alizing that Mr. East had already been elected.” 

Gallagher discovered another interesting fact concerning 
council’s “tradition of electing the front-runner to be mayor .... 
According to the minutes of the October 3, 1938, council meet- 
ing, Mr. Maurer was elected mayor rather than Mr. East on a 3- 
2 secret ballot. Mr. East was then unanimously elected mayor 
pro tem. According to the minutes of the meetings, Maurer, 
East, Bessemer, Morrison, and Taylor all served out their full 
terms as Greenbelt’s second city council. 


The article on Esther Webb’s peace activities gave the im- 
pression that all 23 Greenbelters at the war protest event were 
arrested. That honor is exclusively Esther Webb’s, as the only 
Greenbelter arrested that day and possibly the only grand- 
mother, but certainly the only 87-year-old. The News Review 
issues this clarification to assure that the other Greenbelt pro- 
testers do not have to account for an arrest that did not occur 
and to give credit where credit is due.

From Invasive Ivy 

The GHI Woodlands Commit- 
tee 1S sponsoring a community 
effort to eradicate English ivy 
from GHI’s woodlands where it 
Oovergrows and out-competes na- 
tive plants. The next step in the 
battle plan is to stop the mature 
ivy at the tree tops from continu- 
ing to go to seed and spreading 
itself throughout the woodlands. 
This is done by removing the 
vines from a swath around the 
trunks of trees under attack. The 
equipment needed is a good pair 
of protective gloves, pruners or 
lopping shears and a linoleum 
knife to help pry vines away 
from the bark. The committee 
will show how this is done. 
Wear protective clothing and use 
ivy block if sensitive to poison 
ivy. The poison ivy and English 
ivy often grow together, so pre- 
ventive steps taken are a good 
investment. Poison ivy is gener- 
ally not removed. 

Meet at the top of the tunnel 
underpass on Hillside (near 13 
Court Hillside) on Sunday, April 
6 at 10 am. The work will con- 
tinue for about two hours.

Jackie Shabe-Rochefort Dies

Jackie Therese Shabe- 
Rochefort, formerly Jacqueline 
Cronan, died on Tuesday, March 
25, 2003 from lung cancer. She 
was a resident of Greenbelt for 
44 years. 

Jackie was a child. A child in 
everything she did. She lived 
life to its fullest and found enter- 
tainment in every activity pre- 
sented to her. She had many ac- 
tivities going on simultaneously: 
her family, career, political inter- 
ests and social gatherings. She 
died at age 66; however, it would 
take the average person 200 
years to live her life. 

Her life was filled with many 
challenging and rewarding expe- 
riences. Her heritage as an Irish 
Catholic New Yorker was often 
called upon to guide _ her 
throughout these experiences. 

After graduating from high 
school, she moved to the New 
Deal garden community of 
Greenbelt with her husband. 
There she raised nine children 
while immersing herself in pro- 
grams to promote social advo- 
cacy.

The dream involved traveling 
and being near the water.

1985 to May 1986; Supreme AI- 
lied Commander Atlantic, Nor- 
folk, Va., May 1986 to Septem- 
ber 1989; Naval Technical Train- 
ing Center, San Diego, Cal., Sep- 
tember 1989 to January 1990; 
USNS PAWCATICK (T-AO 108), 
February 1990 to August 1991; 
Oceanographic Unit ONE (USNS

After her retirement she re- 
turned to her hometown of 
Greenbelt to be near her chil- 
dren, but continued to travel 
throughout the United States to 
visit many family members and 
friends. She was very active in 
the community and was very 
passionate with her work at the 
USO and chaplain for the Ameri- 
can Legion. 

Another of her dreams was her 
education. She obtained her As- 
sociate Degree in criminal law. 
However, never to be one to sit 
still, she had recently returned to 
the Prince George’s Community 
College campus to try her hand 
at computers.

SHA has indicated that cur- 
rently the Beltway operates at 
level-of-service F/E and D/D 
and these conditions are ex- 
pected to worsen to F/F levels 
in 2020. When questions are 
asked regarding the impact of 
increased traffic on the Beltway 
associated with a full inter- 
change, we are told that 
Beltway operations will be 
separately studied, yet the ini- 
tial feasibility study assumed 
that the Beltway would be 
widened by one HOV lane in 
each direction. Therefore, the 
SHA has already imbedded an 
assumption in this project plan- 
ning that the Beltway must be 
widened and in doing so one 
could conclude that the 


Beltway currently may not be 
able to accommodate the traffic 
associated with significant new, 
auto-dependent development at 
the WMATA site. 

. A final concern we 


have relates to the impacts the 
metro project, as a whole, has 
exacted on the natural envi- 
ronment. Each piece of the 
Metro station, turnaround yard, 
ramp and future Metroland de- 
velopment have been evalu- 
ated as independent projects. 
No one has considered the cu- 
mulative losses associated with 
the development in this area. 
The Metro station, original 
Beltway ramp and parking im- 
provements resulted in the loss 
of 16.6 acres of wetland. The 
turnaround yard consumed an- 
other 20 acres of wetland. 
The conceptual development 
plan for the Metro site will 
consume an additional 3.5 
acres of wetland and the SHA 
preliminary planning for the 
Greenbelt Metro Access Study 
indicates another 1.85 - 2.88 
acres of wetland will be lost. 
In the end this “Smart Growth” 
project will have piecemeal 
cost the environment over 40

as a commercial enterprise, will 
both be strongly impacted by 
decisions concerning the Metro- 
land property. Both have assidu- 
ously followed all planning ini- 
tiatives dealing with it. 
Revisions to Plan 

Craze also briefly reported on 
recent revisions by the develop- 
ers to the Greenbelt Station plan. 
These involve reduction in the 
size of the proposed mall to 1.1 
to 1.3 million square feet from 
the original proposal of 1.8 mil- 
lion square feet. More than 300 
dwelling units have also been 
added to the north core of the 
property, bringing the land use

. The City Council has 
stated on many occasions that 
we do not oppose development 
at the WMATA site. Properly 
designed and implemented, there 
iS an opportunity to create an 
exciting suburban transit ori- 
ented development. This will 
not happen if the first major in- 
frastructure decision to be made 
will enable development of a 
very auto-dependent project 
which circumvents the intent of 
the regional transit system. 

There are several very im- 
portant points which we be- 
lieve require thought and atten- 
tion before concurrence on the 
ramp project planning is given. 
Impacts on the Beltway, lost 
opportunities for transit im- 
provements, public funding of 
the interchange, alternate infra- 
structure or transit related in- 
vestments which could provide 
access to the WMATA site with- 
out increasing auto trips in the 
region, impacts on the Beltway 
and local roads, environmental 
losses, and most importantly, 
the impacts on the quality of 
life in those communities sur- 
rounding the Metro station, are 
all issues which could benefit 
from additional discussion and 
consideration. 

We welcome the opportunity 
to discuss our concerns with the 
County Council, the State High- 
way Administration, the Green- 
belt Station developers, WMATA 
and everyone else who has an 
interest in this project. We be- 
lieve, that it is time that the mu- 
nicipalities be included in this 
process so that whatever deci- 
sions are ultimately made, these 
decisions are based on the in- 
puts of all concerned parties, in- 
cluding municipalities, civic as- 
sociations and environmental in- 
terest groups.

her success: 1) her total selfless- 
ness in working for the good of 
others; 2) her consistently positive 
attitude; and 3) her dogged per- 
sistence. He summarized his pre- 
sentation by saying, “We honor 
the ideals of equality and inclu- 
sion that her life has stood for.’ 
(See Beauchamp’s acceptance 
speech elsewhere in this issue.) 

Family, friends and colleagues 
joined Beauchamp at the award’s 
ceremony, including her daugh- 
ter Edith and son John. Mayor 
Judith Davis was on hand as 
were friends from the University 
of Maryland and staff of the 
News Review where Beauchamp 
is a board member. 

Other Honorees 

Five other women were hon- 
ored this year. Kathryn DuFour is 
the first woman circuit judge in 
Maryland; The Catholic Univer- 
sity law library is named in her 
honor. Ruth Kirschstein is 
Deputy Director, National Insti- 
tutes of Health and a volunteer in 
many arenas. Deborah Yow is the 
Athletic Director at University of 
Maryland College Park and is 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Athletic Direc- 
tors. She was in San Antonio at 
the NCAA basketball games. 

Posthumously, two women 
were honored. Edith Clarke was 
the first woman to receive a 
master’s degree in electrical engi- 
neering, opening the door for 
women in the field. Etta Maddox 
was the first licensed woman law- 
yer in the state and the first 
woman graduate of the old Uni- 
versity of Baltimore law school. 
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Acceptance Speech of Virginia Beauchamp 


I particularly want to thank 
the members of the College Park 
Branch of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women 
(AAUW) and the Women’s Ac- 
tion Coalition (WAC) of Prince 
George’s County for nominating 
me for this wonderful honor. I 
also want to thank Dr. Kirwan 
for the many opportunities he 
gave me to work on issues of 
importance to women on the 
College Park campus and now 
for his most kind words of intro- 
duction. 

I have to acknowledge that 
whatever I have been able to 
achieve on behalf of women has 
depended upon my being at the 
right place at the right time. 
The right place means: the State 
of Maryland, Prince George’s 
County and the University of 
Maryland. 

The right time was the pe- 
riod beginning with the decade 
of the 1970s. 

Let me try to weave together 
these themes of time and place. 

The decade of the 1970s was 
an incredibly important period 
for women in the United States. 
Our hosts today, the Maryland 
Commission for Women, came 
into being, for example, in 1971; 
the Prince George’s County

Commission for Women, a year 
later. The National Organization 
for Women, the National Women’s 
Political Caucus and the Women’s 
Equity Action League were all 
founded at about the same time, 
all developed through a process 
of what later was labeled “con- 
sciousness raising” — when that 
light bulb goes off in your head. 
This was the recognition that 
women as a group — half the 
population of mankind — had vir- 
tually no voice in the develop- 
ment of policy concerning the 
world in which we lived, no role 
in defining that world and no 
place in positions of power within 
it. 

Those of us working in higher 
education came to realize that 
women were, in fact, virtually in- 
visible in the academic curricu- 
lum. We were missing from the 
historical record. Psychological 
theory omitted us. No women 
were recognized as innovators in 
the various fields of science. So- 
ciologists paid no attention to 
gender as a significant issue in 
social organizations. Even as art- 
ists and writers, our work, if no- 
ticed, was defined as second rate, 
“not universal.” The definers, of 
course, were men. 

Giving voice to that under- 


standing was the first step in 
bringing about change, and some- 
thing called women’s studies was 
first conceptualized about that 
time. At the University of Mary- 
land in 1972, the vice chancellor 
for academic affairs named a 
committee to study whether the 
university should inaugurate a 
program in women’s studies, as 
had begun in two or three other 
institutions. I was lucky to be 
appointed to that committee. It 
changed my life. 

Later that year, we offered a 
few experimental women’s studies 
classes and in January 1974 be- 
gan an informal program. Again, 
I was lucky. I was named to co- 
ordinate that experimental pro- 
gram. At the same time the then- 
president of the university ap- 
pointed a commission’ on 
women’s issues, advisory to him- 
self. Word was reaching him that 
women faculty, students and staff 
were complaining about what 
they felt was a hostile work envi- 
ronment. Because of my position 
in women’s studies, I was ap- 
pointed to the commission. And 
because I needed to learn as 
much as possible about the status 
of women around us, I joined 
county chapters of the new 
women’s organizations I have 


mentioned. I also joined the 
local branch of AAUW, which, 
though founded in 1882, was 
establishing a vital role in this 
changing world for women. 

In 1975, established by the 
United Nations as the Interna- 
tional Women’s Year — the IWY 
— the Prince George’s county 
executive named a committee 
of women from many women’s 
organizations to celebrate the 
IWY. They included members 
of the new groups, but also 
some from church auxiliaries 
and older organizations like 
the Woman’s Club, the Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s 
Club and AAUW. This commit- 
tee conceived of the need for 
an umbrella organization, which 
was the genesis of the Women’s 
Action Coalition. I am happy 
to say that from the first, WAC 
was also interracial and 
multiethnic. 

All these organizations were 
transforming. They transformed 
us as members; they trans- 
formed the ways in which we 
worked; eventually they have 
helped to transform the larger 
world in which we live. 

I am extremely lucky that I 
have had a role in this vital 
work.
